neer of the second engine, was mirac­ 
ulous.

wrecking crews were sent out from St. 
i Cloud and Minneapolis. 
The passengers, meanwhile, had tak­ 
en Engineer Robertson through the 
window of his cab. 
He went down 
with his engine. 
He was unhurt.

most at his feet his fireman was man­ 
gled to a mass. 
Some time following the derailment 
engine coals, fanned by the high wind, 
set fire to the express car, which rap­ 
idly burned, setting fire in turn to a 
day coach, which was half consumed.

Grand Rapids, Minn., Dec. 20.—The 
jury in the case against A. A. Kremer, 
former county treasurer, brought in a 
verdict of guilty of grand larceny foi 
appropriating county funds for his 
own use. 
Tin jury had been out since 
Saturday morning and it is understood 
that the members spent the greatei 
part of the time debating the question 
of the sanity of the accused. 
The de­ 
fense had not admitted that the late 
treasurer had taken any funds of the 
county, but its principal contention 
was that the accused was suffering 
from morphine insanity. 
The statu 
tory penalty for grand larceny is not 
to exceed ten years in state prison. 
The trial occupied all of the past 
week and most of the time was taken 
up with expert testimony as to the 
sanity of the accused. 
The defalcations by Mr. Kremer 
were discovered early in October and 
reported to Attorney General George 
T. Simpson. 
He referred the mattei 
to the public examiner and Deputy M 
F. Rain was sent to Grand Rapids tc 
make an examination. 
He reported 
that he had found a shortage of $8,000, 
that $6,000 had been restored, and 
that he caused Kremer to be arrested 
and took charge of the office. 
Gov 
ernor Eberhart at once suspended 
Kremer. 
When Mr. Rain went into the book; 
further he found 
more and 
more 
shortages, extending over a period ol 
nearly three years. 
The latest report 
was that the shortage would be close 
to $100,000. 
Expert accountants are 
working at the books, and, although 
they have not completed their wor; 
it is intimated that the shortage will

At a meeting of strikers in Minneap­ 
olis President Frank T. Hawley stated 
that there would be absolutely no set 
tlement except on terms which would 
assume that every striker would be 
taken back in his old position.

would be reached unless something 
more than an increase of pay were 
granted. 
The hint was thrown out that the 
freight 
handlers 
and

clerks might be ordered out on a sym 
pathetic strike in forty-eight hours 
This inference was easily drawn from 
statements made by President Haw 
ley, but absolute confirmation or de 
nial of such a proposition was not 
1 forthcoming. 
President Hawley said: 


Will Get Strike Benefits. 
‘‘Never since the organization of the 
American Federation of Labor has 
I there been so strong a determinatior 
to stand by the principle that what is 
one’s injury hurt all.
